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OADHDHAFI SAID TO HAVE STEPPED INTO VACUUM IN CHAD

[Text] FOR ALMOST FIFTEEN years the civil war in Chad was 
a localised affair. France was justly berated for supporting 
successive regimes that gradually debilitated and 
fragmented the country. . 

France withdrew all its forces from Chad earlier this 
year, as part of the Lagos agreement from which the 
Chadian Transitional Government of National Unity 
(GUNT) derives its legitimacy. Now the GUNT forces, 
heavily supported by Libyan armour and troops, have 
gained control of N'Djamena. Hissen Habre, the rebel 
Defence Minister of the GUNT, who broke away from the 
government in March has fled the capital with his Forces 
Armees du Nord and repaired to his stronghold at Abeche 
where he receives assistance via Egypt and Sudan. 

As a result, there is consternation in West Africa. Some 
Heads of State, President Bongo of Gabon the most 
explicit among them, have called for French intervention. 
Other Western states have expressed serious concern at the 
‘‘destablisation™ in the region that might be provoked by 
the Libyan intervention. Habre has actually been winning 
sympathy in some quarters. France had gone so far as to 
issue a warning against Libya just as it became evident that 
the last push in N Djamena by GUNT forces was taking 
place. This was ignored by Tripoli. 

The domestic problems for Goukhouni are manifold. He 
has never wavered from his view that Chad will be 
politically a healthier country once the opportunistic, 
though talented. Habre is ‘eliminated.’ Goukhouni 
commands factions united partly by dislike and mistrust 
of Habre. But FROLINAT, the movement which began 
the rebellion in the mid sixties against the French 
controlled north of the country and the southern 
dominated central government. has been little more than a 
nationalist movement which has uneasily embraced 
profound regional and personal rivalries. 

Goukhouni has. therefore, to consolidate the unity 
within the country’s factions. This will be his most difficult 
task. Ahmat Acyl. who controls one of the wings of 























FROLINAT, has been the channel for Libyan support, and 
his manouevring against Goukhouni ts an ill concealed 
secret. Indeed Goukhoun) was iniually reluctantly drawn 
into the associauon with Libya 

The victory in N'Djamena also means a victory for 
FROLINAT — the northerners — as those from the south 
see it. Goukhouni's closest advisers are deeply conscious 
that it is on the south that Chad must rely, in the meanume, 
for economic solvency — if that is conceivable — and on 
southern, educated, administrators. Kamougue has played 
his part carefully. throwing his forces into action in the very 
last days of the fighting in N'Djamena. 

What is remarkable though, is the degree to which the 
sudden explosion of international concern, has very little 
do with the details of these domestc developments in 
Chad. In all these years the Chadian conflict was 
considered an inconvenience. Few took care to learn about 
the issues. It was France's neo-colonial abcess. Now, with 
the Libyan intervention, the war is seen as a serious threat 
to the stability of the region. Not without justification 
either. If one leaves aside the more troubled regimes in 
West Africa that see in him a ready scapegoat for their 
domestic ills — Col. Gaddafi has not helped himself by 
behaving with little diplomatic tact towards Nigena. He has 
threatened the Government in Niger — CoLKountche calls 
him a double-crosser. Mali is also wormed by the 
propaganda use he makes of the Tuareg population. In 
Central Afnca, French forces secure the regime of David 
Dacko in Bangui and President Bongo was to be heard on 
French radio at the weekend of the attack on N'Djamena 
calling for French intervention. 

Each state has its own interests involved in the conflict. 
For France, which has temporarily lost out in the war, there 
is the concern that its Western African allies have to have 
their confidence bolstered. Presidents Senghor and Bongo 
are shaken by the recent events. But the threat to these two 
countries is a distant one. In Niger though, fear is jusufied. 
There is a long history of potential trouble between Tripoli 
and Niamey (see article on page 2610) and if ever the 
uranium supplies from Niger to France were to be 
threatened, one cannot imagine Paris not intervening. In 
Nigeria, there is a growing refugee population in Borno 
State, and Libyans have been permitted to operate within 
the refugee camps a little too freely by the local authorites. 
Furthermore, the inability to predict Col. Gaddafi s foreign 
policy merely aggravates the uncertainty in Lagos and the 
anxiety of neighbouring states with large populations which 


could succumb to Libyan pecuniary or religious persuasion. 


Whatever the intentions of Col. Gaddafi, there remains 
one impressive fact which cannot be overlooked. With the 
excepuon of Benin, there is what amounts to diplomatic 
unanimity in West Africa with regard to Libya. Whether 
that unanimity will frighten off the Colonel is open to 
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question. Unlike other African escapades, the Chadian one 
was carefully calculated. He has stepped into a vacuum 
which no one else in Afnca, had managed to fill. 

The question is whether Libya will withdraw once the 
GUNT installs :*self effectively, or whether an attempt will 
be made to implant in Chad a regime which will control the 
country but remain subservient to Libya. In the case of the 
former, political stability in Ched will by no means be 
secured, and in the latter case the problem of Chad will 
escalate with neighbouring countries more fearful than 
ever of Col. Gaddafi's intentions. )

KNITTING FACTORY PARALYZED POR LACK OF RAW MATERIAL 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 30 Oct 80 p 1 


[Excerpt] The manufacture of clothing ie « branch of industry of great importance 
for Angola ae it permite the production of a type of article which is indispen- 
sable to the population and avoids resorting to importe, always prejudicial to our 
national economy. 


In Luanda there is a factory adapted to the manufacture of stockings and socks, 
the “Malhas Soberana” enterprise, but because of an almost complete lack of raw 
materials ite production does not exceed one percent of what it really could be. 
In fact, ite inetalled capacity ise of 360,000 pairs per month, but the sonthly 
production achieved so far does not go beyond 2,100 pairs. A case which demands 
the attention of the competent governmental structures, since Angola cannot get 
along without these articles and is potentially able to produce then. 


Thies manufacturing unit was created early in 1975, but ite owner abandoned the 
country immediately after independence and the factory was paralyzed for nearly 
four long years. In July of 1979, on the initiative of the Ministry of Industry 
and Energy it was put beck into operation and there, (illegible) workers are 
currently working. 


According to information given us by the responsible party at “Malhas Soberana" 
the only problem that the enterprise is facing consists exactly of the lack of raw 
materials. The factory has quite modern sophisticated technical equipment and the 
mechanical maintenance has been regularly assured by « technician of Portuguese 
nationality who, in addition to solwing all the questions on technology related to 
breakdowns, maintenance or deficient functioning of the machines, is aleo training 
cadres in the enterprise, since there are a reasonable number of workers there who 
are prepared to satisfy the necessities of the moment. 


The raw material which ie being utilized belongs to a stockpile still left from 
what the old owner of the factory left behind, but this is practically exhausted 
and the people responsible for this productive unit are looking at the future with 
apprehension. As there have been difficulties in the opening of letters of credit 
and in getting authorizations to import, the factory is running «a serious risk of 
being paralysed in the short run. It remains to be asked whether it will be worth 
while to put back into operation a factory for which an effective supply of raw 
materiale was not assured at the very beginning, as they are indispensable to its 
oormal functioning.... 











Ineignificant Production 


The production of the "Malhas Soberana”™ factory ie, ae we have just seen, ineignif- 
icant. For that reason ite production is not delivered to the Minietry of Home 
Trade for distribution and the emall amount that it manufactures ie only sold to 

a few etate organiems by means of requisitions. For that reason, it is a question 
whether it would not be better to accumulate the production and sell it later 
through the normal circuite of sale to the public, eliminating the requisition 


acheme which is being set aside by a growing number of productive unite in our 
country.

FRENCH RICE REJECTED--A consignment of rice worth more than US$3.57m., ordered by 
the Ghana National Procurement Agency has been rejected because of its poor qual- 
ity. The Agency ordered 8,373 metric tons from the French company ETS Soule et 
Cie., which was delivered in October. But the Agency refused to take delivery 
because it was claimed that the rice did not meet with contractual specifications. 
The French company has agreed to replace the rice with a new consignment which is 
expected in Tema later in December, The GNPA has made it clear that no extra cost

GASOLINE RATIONING LAW--The rationing of petrol through the use of coupons will in 
future have the force of law, so that anyone buying or selling petrol without the 
exchange of coupons will be committing a crime. The Sale of Petroleum Products 
Regulations Bill was passed by the Ghana Parliament earlier this month. The new 
Act states that “no authorised dealier shall sell or offer for sale to the owner 
of any motor vehicle or machine any petroleum product unless the owner produces to 
him a valid ration coupon from the Ministry of Fuel and Power." The system had 
previously been enforced through administrative fiat. Breaches of the new law will 
be liable to a fine of up to €1,000 or a year's . ee or both. [Text]

[Text] With a view toward strengthening relations of cooperation between the 
People's Republic of Mozambique and the People's Republic of China in the field 
of agriculture, delegations of the two countries have been holding talks since 
yesterday at the National Agricultural Directorate in Maputo. 





The Chinese delegation is headed by Vice Minister of Agriculture Zhao Fan, and 
the Mozambican delegation is headed by the national director of livestock, Rui 
Ribeiro. 


Implementation of previously signed agreements between the ministries of agricul- 
ture of the two countries will be reviewed; the meeting will also deal with ques- 
tions related to the increase of cooperation, especially including the programs 
of the creation of green areas and agricultural cooperatives now in progress in 
the country. 


It is also envisaged that at the conclusion of the talks, agreements will be 
signed establishing specific support programs to the development of green areas 
by sending Chinese technicians to the People's Republic of Mozambique for another 
project envisaging the creation, near the state farms, of pilot agricultural 
cooperatives which could serve as an example to the future cooperative members. 


The Chinese delegation has been in our country for more than two weeks and has 
already visited several agricultural production centers in the capital as well as 
in other provinces. According to their schedule the Chinese delegates have 
visited the places where Chinese agricultural experts are working, that is, in 
the State Farm of Moamba in Maputo and the Agricultural Production Unit of Matama 
in Niassa Province. 


Several contacts have been also made by the Chinese delegation and the Provincial 
Office of Green Areas in Maputo and they visited several places where this pro- 
gram will be established.

FIRST-TIME BANK CREDIT--Maputo- The Mozambican government has introduced its first 
bank credit and interest legislation since independence in 1975, Under the new 
legislation, credit availability is linked for the first time to priorities listed 
in the State economic plan, State and private firms will be eligible for credit 
for investment and working capital. All borrowers, including state enterprises, 
will have to pay interest and meet contractual repayment schedules, Borrowing 
rates will be linked to the nature of the operations being financed and their role 
within the state plan. Investment credit will cover a wide range of needs includ- 
ing construction, major repairs, expansion, purchase of equipment, acquisition of 
cattle for breeding and traction, and introduction of crops. Credit to boost 
working capital will have to be paid back within a year under normal circumstances, 
Medium and long-term loans for house construction, expansion and improvement will 
be available to the general public. There will be short-term credit for some 
consumer goods, Interest rates on bank deposits range from one to six percents. 
The private sector will get four percent on fixed-term deposits of more than two 
years, while co-operatives and the general public get six percent for the same type 
of deposit. No interest will be paid to state enterprises. The new measures come

The company is planning to arrange for foreign exchange credit facilities from 
Yugoslavia and the sister company in Britain for easy trading purposes. 


To promote its activities during the coming year, the firm intends to introduce 
new Yugoslav products such as sand paper and fire equipment for the mining indus- 
try. 


On the firm's performance this year, Mr Popovic said that it was satisfactory 
under present economic conditions in the country, although there was room for 
improvement. 


"I think that what we have done is satisfactory considering the difficult condi- 
tions we are going through. But we were successful in the trucks business," he 
said. 


During 1980, several representatives of Yugoslav firms visited the country to 
scout for business, including Memaco customers buying copper. 


"It is our plan to find markets for other goods for which Zambia has no contacts 
with overseas markets," he said. 


Plans are underway by the company to export about 860 tonnes of cotton, although 
this would depend on whether Zambia had enough stocks to allow for export.

LONRHO EXPANSION--Lonrho is to embark on a $10 million expansion programme in 
Zimbabwe next year, the group's public affairs manager, Mr Herbert Munangatire, 
said yesterday. The programme will include the opening of three new gold mines 
near Bulawayo, Rusape and Salisbury. Lonrho already has considerable mining 
interests in Zimbabwe. Zimco, the group's motor sales division in Salisbury, 

and David Whitehead Textiles at Hartley are also to be expanded, "We plan to 
expand our activities in all areas during 1981," said Mr Munangatire. The group 
had plans to build a five-star hotel in Salisbury to alleviate shortage of hotel 
accommodation in the capital. Speaking later at a dinner in Salisbury last night, 
attended by Cabinet Ministers, diplomats and several high-ranking Government and 
business officials, Mr Munangatire assured the Government of the group's unstinted 
support. "We in Lonrho have faith in Zimbabwe and in the Government led by Mr 
Mugabe, and will do everything in our power to assist them in rebuilding the 
country."

ACCOZ AIM--In an effort to sell Zimbabwe abroad, the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce of Zimbabwe hopes to establish more trade contacts with other chambers 
in Africa and overseas during 1981. ACCOZ's chief executive, Mr A.K. Nicholson, 
said in Salisbury yesterday: "We are hoping to have a trade mission from Kenya 
early in the New Year, but we do not have the details yet.
